Schools 
eager for 
NCA visit 


Ateam of |] educators and busi- 
ness representatives from throughout 
Michigan will visit East Jordan 
Schools Wednesday as part of the 
district’s formal North Central Ac- 
creditation visitation. 

The results of the team’s visit 
will determine the district's place- 
ment in the NCA Accreditation pro- 
cess. 

East Jordan is among a handful 
of Michigan schools that have elected 
to pursue a Transition Accreditation, 
the NCA’s highest standard. The tran- 
sition program requires school dis- 
tricts to ensure that each student has 
a successful transition from grade to 
grade, building to building and 
school to work or college. 

During the visitation, team 
members will be looking at all phases 
of school operation and will have full 
access to classrooms. work areas, as 
well as the freedom to engage in dia- 
logue with students, parents and staff 
members. 

The visitation will end with a 
report to the district’s faculty at 3:20 
p.m. in the high school auditorium. 
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Development Block Grant Program 
whigh is a federally funded program. 

The proposed industrial park 
would be located on a city-owned 51- 
acre parcel of land on M-32 next to 
the airport. 

White said that if the grant 
comes through, the city’s out-of- 
pocket expense for the project would 
be about $75,000. 

EJIW Executive Vice President 
Tad Malpass said that if the city is 
successful in acquiring the grant and 
developing the industrial park, EJTW 
would move its hydrant and valve 
department to the new site. The new

building would be located on a 7.9 
acre parcel of land in the park. 

“It’s a good deal for both the Iron 
Works and the city. Keeping that de- 
partment in East Jordan is a conve- 
nience to us and our employees,” 
Malpass said. 

According to White, the deal is 
good for the city because EJIW’s 
interest in the industrial park is.akey 
factor in the grant application. With- 
out the serious interest from a major 
industry, the city would have little 
hope of receiving the grant. 

Malpass said that the space that 
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is freed up at the Spring Street loca- 
tion would be used for storage. 
“Things are pretty cramped down 
there right now,” Malpass said. 

If the project goes as planned, 
between 40-50 employees would be 
moved to the new facility. Malpass 
said that the move would also likely 
create some new jobs within the 
EJIW organization but he was unsure 
of the exact number. 

The grant application was slated 
to go before the city commission for 
approval at its meeting Tuesday 
night. 


Johnson said that if the commis- 
sion approves the application, he 
hopes to have an answer from the 
Michigan Community Development 
Block Grant Program by the end of 
the month. Ideally, construction 
would begin this summer with an 
anticipated final completion date in 
March of 1998, 

Recently the city received a 
grant of $2,000 from the Charlevoix 
Community Foundation and a grant 
of $3,600 from MichCon. Combined, 
the two grants will pay for all of the 
design costs for the industrial park.

or the last 19 years, most East Jordan 

area residents would rather see Bernie 

Hammond when he’s not working. But 

in a medical emergency, those same 
people are glad to see him; and he’s glad to be 
there for them. 

On June 30, just 10 days after his 62nd 
birthday, Bernie will retire from his 19-year 
position as East Jordan’s Ambulance Administra- 
tor. That day will also mark the end of Bernie’s 
40-year emergency service career in East Jordan. 

In January of 1957 Bernie was working as a 
mechanic at Strehls Garage when a friend, East 
Jordan Fire Chief Sherm Thomas, asked him to 
join the department. It’s been flashing red lights 
and sirens ever since. 

At that time most ambulances were still run 
by funeral homes. Watson Funeral Home in East 
Jordan was no exception. However, in 1965 
Watson's gave up its ambulance service and the 
city took over the responsibility. 

At first the task was given to the police 
department. Patient transport was done with a 
police officer and a station wagon. Bernic’s 
brother, Joe, was the police chief at the time and 
would commonly call Bernie to go on ambulance 
runs with him. So, the city sent the Hammond 
brothers to Chicago to take first-aid and patient 
transportation classes. 

It wasn’t long before the city began to dislike 
the idea of a police officer being unavailable every 
time there was an ambulance run. So ambulance 
duties, along with the police department’s new 
“carry all” vehicle, were handed over to the fire 
department. That vehicle was used as the city’s 
ambulance until 1972 when the city bought its first 
commercially built ambulance. 

Meanwhile, in 1970 Bernie had become both 
fire chief and ambulance administrator on a part- 
time basis. He had also become the first person in 
the area to complete the state’s 83-hour Emer- 
gency Medical Technician program and the first in 
the area to be certified as an EMT instructor/ 
coordinator. Then in.1972 the city created a 
separate ambulance department and put Bernie in 
charge. Yet his position didn’t become full time 
until 1978. 

_Since then Bernie and Bonnie, his wife of 36 
years, have seldom strayed far from East Jordan 


for very long. | 


“Usually when we had to go out of town only 
one of us would go so that someone would be 
here. I always have to make sure that someone is 
available to cover for me.” 

In fact, since he began his full-time position 
of ambulance administrator 19 years ago, Bernie’s 
work schedule has, for the most part, been pretty 
easy to remember: 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. The Hammonds haven’t taken a bit of 
vacation in the last four years, and the vacations 
they did take before that were few and far be- 
tween. 

“If we did want to get away, we had to plan 
for it way in advance,” he said. 

Except for Bernie, all of the other 13 mem- 
bers of the ambulance service staff are volunteers 
who are only paid for the time they spend out on 
runs. 


Although Bernie is proud of the work he has 
done over the years, he says that Bonnie is the real 
unsung hero. : 

“She really deserves a lot of credit. She’s 
done the books and, up until 911 took over, all the 
dispatching too. And all without getting paid a 
cent. Nobody realizes how much she’s done,” 
Bernie said. 

Before 911 existed, people in need of an 
ambulance either called Bernie directly or the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's Department would 
call him in an emergency. 

But the advent of 911 service hasn’t kept the 
phone silent at the Hammonds. 

“I often get people who will call me at home 
rather than call 911. They will often ask me about 
acertain medical situation and what they should 
do. We don’t really mind. It’s part of the job.” 

The addition of 911 service isn’t the only 
thing that has changed during Bernie’s tenure. The 
year the city took over the ambulance service it 
logged 54 runs. Now the service typically aver- 
ages about 600.runs each year, | 

The most significant medical change, accord- 
ing to Bernie, was the development and imple- 
mentation of defibrillators, which are used to 
restart a person’s heart when it has stopped 
beating. 

“That really allowed us to save a lot more 
lives.” . 

What was the best part of:the job? “The best 


. part has been being able to help the. people. It’s 


even more rewarding because it is often people 
that I know,” he said. 


For 40 years he's answered the call 


He also had the opportunity to help deliver 
three babies over the course of his career. 

“Tt was a pretty big deal, especially the first 
time.” 

Although you’d think that the worst aspect of 
the job would be the hours and lack of freedom, 
that isn’t what Bernie said. 

. “The worst part is the politics that you have to 
deal with now. That’s why I’m retiring. I'm tired - 
of all the politics.” 

Bernie said his frustration is with all of the 
different governing bodies that oversee, in one 
way or another, the-operation of ambulance 
services. a ; 

“You've got the state, the county, the city, 


' MDOT and the hospital all in on the action. It’s 


next to impossible to deal with,” he said. 
“The city has actually been pretty good to us.

I think (city administrator) David White is a good 
addition to the city.” F 
You might expect people who are about to 
shed a 19-year leash to want to run free for a 
while, but Bernie says that he and Bonnie don’t 
have any specific plans for retirement. 

“Tt will be nice to go shopping in Petoskey, ~ 
Gaylord or Traverse City when we feel like it,” he 
said. 


Most people will probably agree, that’s not 
much to ask for.a couple of people who have 
dedicated their lives to serving ‘their community 
for 40 years. ;

Clarification on 
charter vs. public 
school buildings 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The Citizen is a shining example of a growing com- 
munity meeting its needs. I feel better informed on 
issues before rather than after the fact. The guest col- 
umn and the other letter to the Citizen bring out many 
important points. The guest column, however, does 
need to be corrected as to fire codes and “public” 
schools. 

Charter schools in the state of Michigan are ‘‘pub- 
lic’ school facilities. The construction guidelines for 
them are the same as any “public” school. Square foot- 
age is a determining factor in any “public” school build- 
ing. Masonry is not a required primary building mate- 
rial, nor is steel. A steel and masonry structure will 
collapse much more quickly than a wood frame build- 
ing under duress of fire in most instances. 

After working with the state fire marshal, the ar- 
chitect, contractor, and a most knowledgeable and ex- 
perienced construction superintendent for two years on 
the Concord Boyne project, it is evident there 1s only 
one educational fire code. The Concord structure has 
sophisticated alarm and fire-suppressant technology 
incorporated into its design and construction. 

Furthermore the cost of building “Concord Boyne,” 
a public school, was not reduced by use of wood frame 
instead of masonry. Both options were presented by 
the contractor and in fact the masonry alternative was 
virtually the same price or slightly less than the 2x6, 8, 
and 12 wood frame construction we finally decided on. 
The preferred wood frame which we chose was more 
energy efficient, adaptable, maintainable, expedient. 

The roof line was preferred, stronger, and eye- 
pleasing in wood truss - as opposed to flat steel. The 
trusses were precisely engineered to rigid standards and 
meticulously baffled for fire-draft. Wood is stronger 
than stecl, pound for pound, and will endure. longer 
exposure to fire than steel without collapsing. 

1 am frankly unsure of the proper choice in this 
instance. I will therefore use my God-given and con- 
stitutional right to pray for the correct choice on May 
12. Tinvite the entire community to do the same. That 
way no matter what the outcome, there will be no rift 
to heal, no starting over; just a continuance in a direc- 
tion we have all agreed upon.
